DIAMONDS 



Still In Demand Despite The 
High Cost Of Living-Ameri- 
cans Buy Over Forty Millions 
Worth of The Precious Stones. 



That the desire of the American 
public for luxuries in the form of dia- 
monds, pearls and other precious stones 
has not been checked by the advance 
in the cost of living during the fiscal 
year ended June 3O is t-hown by the fact 
that in that period diamonds, pearls 
and other gems to the value of *39.4j"), 
281) reached th.s country through the 
port of New VorK. This means that it 
took over $1 1 ,000,000 worth of gems to 
satisfy the demand of the people of 
this country for this form of luxury, 
since it is estimated tnat of the total 
gam importations into the United 
States $9 per cent, are brought iu 
through the port of New York. 

A review of the yaar shows tnat there 
has bet u only one official advance of 
5 per cent, in the price ot diamonds, 
but there have beeu other indirect ad- 
vances in tnat time. Just at present 
there is lltlk activity in the foreign 
centres, although conditions are bet- 
ter than ourin^ December and the ear- 
ly months of the preMnt calendar year. 
A New Yoik Importer who returned 
from abroad last week reported that 
he has never experienced such diffi- 
culty in obtaining diamonds suitable 
for the American market. 

Because of the scarcity of Oriuntal 
pearls there is a greater demand than 
ever for fine American pearls and 
pearl bliOtera alony the Western rivers 
are now busily engaged in searching 
tor pearl bearing mussels. Ncports of 
a numiier of unusually valuable finds 
have already reached the New York 
markets, wiiere most of the pearls tak- 
en from thjt Western rivers are event- 
ually sold. Mussel shells which are 
used iu the manufacture ot huttoqs are 
now bringiny *1* a ton.

The dramatic incident, probably the 
most diranatic that haa ever occurred 
la ■ national political convention, had 
but served to widen the breach be- 
tween the Bryan and Murphy forces, 
If that were possible. 

From th* first to the ninth ballot 

New York voted '90 for Harmon." and 
Nebraska voted almost solidly for 
Oark. as Instructed by the state con 
v cation. Mr. Bryan, as a Nebraska 
dei«kgatc»~at-large. following the in 
structlons up to and including the 
fourteenth ballot On tbe tenth ballot 
New York switched to "90 for Clark, " 
causing a Clark demonstration. The 
balloting continued without serious 
interruption until Nebraska waa call 
«d on the flftenth, when Mr Bryan 
arose from his seat on the floor and 
asked permission to explain a change 
In his vote.

At the close of the twenty-fifth bal- 
lot late Saturday night Senator Stone 
of Missouri a-sked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of a motion pro!- 
vldlng that beginning with the twenty 
eighth ballot the lowest man should 
drop not of The raw. and on the Anal 
ballot the candidate receiving the 
majority of the votes cast should be 
the party nominee The Texas dele- 
gation offered Immediate objection, 
and the long tedious calling of the 
roll of states continued. 

With Monday came two Important 
and interesting features. One was 
the apparent cracking of the deadlock 
in favor of Wilson Despite the des- 
perate endeavors of the Clark forces, 
the governor's vote increased steadily 
ou every ballot until, on the thirty- 
ninth It stood at ROD*. After the 
fortieth ballot the Wilson vote fell 
off to 494, his uet gain over the first 
ballot belug sT\ When Wilson was 
at the high water mark on Monday.

"I desire to say again, the vote of 
New York Is vital to success." contin- 
ued Mr. Stanchfleld. "And no man can 
go forth from this convention stigma- 
tized and branded with the mark of 
Kryanism upon him and come within 
half a million votes of success. 

"When Mr. Bryan makes the state- 
ment that these delegates from New 
York are under the influence of Mor- 
gan and Ryan and Belmont, the 'pluto- 
r rats' of this convention, he omits 
one name. Outside of tbe three he 
lias named, the richest and most pow- 
erful plutocrat on the floor Is the 
•entlemsn from Nebraska himself." 
All day ihe delegates were In fight 
fns mood, and once there was a gen- 
uine riot of which liryan was the cen- 
ter. He resented as an insult the 
action of some Clark enthusiasts in 
plac ing in front of the Commoner a 
banner bearing words of praise of 
Clurk attributed to Bryan In 1910. 
Missouri. New Jersey and Nebraska 
delegates "mixed It up." and even 
some press correspondents took a 
hand Then tie pOtlcs separated the 
belligerents and later A. M. Docker y 
and Dave Francis sent apologies to 
Bryan, disclaiming for the Missouri 
delegation any connection with the 
banner. 

Tired and out of temper, the dele- 
gates assembled at noon Tuesday, 
determined to wind up matters quick- 
ly If possible. On the first ballot of 
! the day. the forty-third. Illinois switch- 
ed over to Wilson and on the succeed- 
ing ballots the vote of tbe governor 
I rapidly Increased. After the forty- 
fifth Senator Bankhead arose and 
withdrew the name of Oscar Under- 
wood. "That nteans Wilson." said the 
managers for Clark Then Ooveinor 
Kcpss' name also was withdrawn, 
whereupon Senator Stone and ex- 
Oovernor Francis gave up hope for 
the speaker They formally released 
ton t'lurk delegates from their pledges, 
and It seemed all over but the shout- 
ing But the Tammany bunch and 
some other* were btlll stubborn and 
Fitzgerald of New York objected to 
the unanimous nomli- itUm of Wilson 
by acclamation. So further calling of 
tlu. roll was riM-easary. 

Kvery strategy known in political 
generalship was tried to stampede the 
convention for the different candi- 
dates No convention In tb* history 
of this country has seen such wild 
demonstrations us have been wit- 
nessed In this one ut Baltimore 

While Tuesday's dramatic incident, 
arising over the selection of a tem- 
porary chairman, was the cause of 
almost unprecedented turmoil, there 
was nothing even bordering on a dem 
onstratlon. It was just plain flgbt— 
not enthusiasm 

Even the speech of Temporary 
Chairman Parker did not arouse the 
response so c haracteristic of Demo 
cratlc conventions of the |>ast. and the 
convention showed nothing but a light- 
ing mood until after tbe iucldent of 
the Bryan resolution of Thursday eve- 
ning and the beginning of the noml 
natlng spechea 

The (Mark and Wilson forces strug 
gled valiantly to make tbe greater 
for their respective candl- 
Wblle Clark waa showing the 
greater voting strength, the lung pow- 
er of the thousands of college boys In 
the Wilson following gave to him an 
advantage so far as continued effort 
at uolse making waa concerned.

Of all of the dwmonstratlons of 
Thursday night the moat amusing was 
that started hy a man In the press 
stand for Governor Baldwin, when the 
name of the Connecticut executive 
was entered in the race for the nom 
(nation. Realizing that the fourteen 
delegates from Connecticut could not 
successfully compete with the strong- 
er following of the other candidates, 
the men In the press stand volun- 
teered a noisy assistance which they 
ro itlnued for more than twenty min 
utes and which subsided only when 
the chair threatened to clear the 
press stand If the reporters did not 
stop. The many star writers In the 
press stand, men whose reputations 
for genius are world-wide, led the 
Baldwin demonstration, and* Intro- 
duced Into It all the elements of a 
first-class vaudeville show or a Orld 
Iron club dinner It was the one real 
ly spontaneous and amusing demon 
stratlon of the long week. 

"Alfalfa Bill" Murry, a Wilson dele- 
gate from Oklahoma, waa the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Wilson 
"demonstrators" among the delega- 
tions. Any time "Alfalfa Bill" wanted 
to start something he would raise his 
touselled head, wave his long arms at 
the north gallery where a group ol 
Princeton boys had seats, and let ost 
a wild west, yell. It never failed to 
produce results. It was such a movs 
that started the demonstration on Sat 
urday night when on the twenty 
fourth ballot the New Jersey execu 
live passed Ihe four hundred mark. 

Of the many visitors lo the eonven 
'ion none created more Interest than 
Mrs William H. Taft. when on Thurs* 
day afternoon and evening she occiv 
pled a seat in the box Immediately 
back of the speaker's stand. 8hi 
was the guest of Mrs Norman II 
Mack 

Mrs. Taft entered the convention 
hall lust before Temporary Chairman 
Parker surrendered the gavel to Per 
manent Chairman James. The crowd 
watched the first lady of the land with 
eager Interest as she listened to the 
denunciation of her distinguished hus- 
band and the arraignment of his ad- 
ministration contained in the speech 
of the permanent chairman. But II 
they expected any evidences of dis- 
pleasure on the part of Mrs. Taft they 
were disappointed, for she only smiled 
at eacb telling point, and at the con* 
elusion of the address applauded 
vigorously. She did not applaud, or 
even smile, when Mr. James turned 
his attention from President Taft to 
Colonel Roosevelt and Included the 
latter In his arraignment and among 
those to whom the Democratic party 
was unalterably opposed. 

As Mrs. Taft entered the box with 
Mrs. Mack a gray-haired southerner 
near enough to distinguish her start- 
ed an ovation for her. When pleas- 
antly cbided for his actions by a 
younger acquaintance he replied:
